EpwIn ADAMS.—It Is announced that 
Edwin Adams, the actor has recently died 
in Australla. Mr. Adams was born in 
Medford, in this State, Feb. 3, 1834, and 
was therefore 42 years of age. He re- 
ceived an ordinary common school educa- 
tion, and, early acquiring alove for the 
stage, made his first appearance atthe old 
Boston National Theatre, iu 1853, first ae 
a ‘super,’ and Jaterinthe yeur having 
his name on the bills, He soon after went 
to Philadelphia, then to Baltimore, being 
engaged in the latter city at the Museum, 
Returning to Philadelphia, he appeared at 
John Drew's Theatre as Amphibeo in the 
**Naiad Queen,” Mary Devlin, wife of EKd- 
win Booth, atthe same time playing the 
Queen, and Joseph Jefferson the charac- 
ter of Schnapps. In1858 and 1850 Mr: 
Adams, who steadily advanced in the pro- 
fession, played the leading parts in the 
Richmond Theatre, Richmond, Va., and 
early in 1860 he again returned to Phila- 
delphia, playing at the Walnut street 
Theatre. ‘The next year, 1861, he, in con- 
nection and with Vining Bowers, man- 
aged the same theatre. Aftertwo seasons 
here he returned to Boston, filling en- 
gagements at the Boston ‘Theatre, How- 
ard Athnewum and Museum. At the Bos- 
ton he appeared iu the first presentation of 
‘Cataract of the Ganges,” taking the 
character of the Knugylish officer. He then 
travelled extensively throughout the ceun- 
try with the late J. W. Wallack, sup- 
porting Kate Bateman.. He subsequently 
went starring throughout the country, 
and during the season of 1869—70 he acted 
in conjunction with Edwin Booth in New 
York in ‘**Othello,’’** Richard 11,” **Mac- 
beth,” and other Shakspearian dramas, 
Winning deserved commendation trom 
audiences and critics. He played his last 


engagementin Boston at the Boston ‘The- | 


atre in 1873, from March 31 to April 12, 
when he appeared in ** Euoch Arden,” 
Raphael in the ‘* Marble Heart,” and the 
Rover in ** Wild Oats;” and took his fare- 
well as Edward Middleton in the drama 
of ** Tbe Drunkard,” He subsequently 
again played with Edwin Booth, and went 
to Australla early inthe present year, He 
was an actor of much meait, a refined and 
genial gentleman; was charitable to a 
fault, and was beloved by all who knew 
him ; few actors haye passed away of late 
years more regretted than * whole-souled 
Ned Adams.” He was marricdten or a 
dozen years ago to Miss Mary White, but 
leaves no children, A brother, Mr. ‘Tim- 
othy Adams resides in East Woburn.

NARROW GUAGE RAILROAD, 

Mr. Epiror:—By reason of a question 
propounded to the chief engineer of the 
Mystic Valley narrow guage railroad on 
the evening of the meeting of your citi- 
zens in Lyceum Hall to consider the fea. 
sibility of the enterprise, and in response 
would respectfully submit the following 
as an explanatory reply, and anewers 
thereto relative to comparative cost &e., 
of standard (4 ft, 8 1-2 in.) and narrow 
(3 [t,.) guage. 

WHY LESS THE ORIGINAL COST, 

lst. Because the grading being nar- 
rower, its cuts and fills are of necessity 
less, not merely by the 201 2 inches be- 
tween the rails, but almost or quite in 
proportion to the differing widths of the 
two guages. Eminent engineering au- 
thority gives 9 teet on banks and 12 feet 
in cuts on the narrow guage, as being in 
all respects as good as 12 feet on banke 
and 16 feet in cuts on the standard guage 
railroads, Some engineers even would 
and do now give the stability of the nine 
foot bank on the narrow guage equal to 
that of a 15 feet bank on the broad guage 
road, ‘This difference they allow on ac- 
count ef the lessened weight which any 
point of the bank is called upon to sup* 
port at any period of time, the maximum 
pressure being that of a locomotive 
dashed upon it at a high rate of speed, 
‘Thus the saving on earthwork in nearly 
a level country (or surface grade) is at 
least one-fourth of the cost of the stan- 
dard guage. 

IN A HILLY COUNTRY, 

2d. Itis much less where heavy cuts 
and fills are encountered by the standard 
guage which cannot be avoided, while 
the narrow guage has the pre-eminent 
advantage as is especially the case in 
following the vaileys und streams, aud 
slabbing the hills and mountains through 
ravines. 

The narrow track allows sharper curv- 
ature wilhout increasing the resistance; 
and this more abrupt and sharper curva- 
ture in a broken country reduces steep- 
ness in grades, and in taking the advan- 
tage of the topography of the country ia 
its windings around high hills and deep 
valleys, which the more cumbrous and 
less flexible broad guage could not ap- 
proach, and thereby would be compelled 
(as undeniably demonstrated) to cross at 
heavy cost. By referring to the record 
of the Festiniog railway in Wales, a re- 
markable illustration of this character 
occurs On that road which is only 23 1-2 
inch guage. Some of its curves are but 
132 feet radius,a curve which would in 
the length of any ordinary freight train, 
on the Boston & Lowell railroad describe 
a complete circle, and this on steep grades 
of 70 or 80 feet per mile; and yet over 
these steep grades and short curves, the 
passenger trains whirl dizzily down at a 
faster speed than the passenger trains on 
our New England roads with entire
